A Confederated Empire 

Tho aurioa of resolutions introduced in 
tliu CuniKlian House of Coinnions by Mr. 
Wnllaco, ineiiiber for Norfolk, aud which 
appeared in yesterdaj-'s Parliamentary 
Buinmary, demand tlio oarnosfc attentiou 
of every Briton. The fate of these roHu- 
' lutions has not yet been made known in 
tliis "distent Fxoyinoe, but that they would 
Tooeive the Btipport of a large mojority of 
the OanadiMi Parliament aeoms acarooly 
open to question. We should expect to 
find both parties in tho Houuo uniting ii? 
one man ui)on such n question; for, -wluit- 
over may bo snid to tho contrary in tlio 
heat of debfttfl or in thnhittorncsM of pnrty 
■warfiiro, tho loyalty, —tho manly, nelf-ro- 
liaiit loyalty of both is nboTO Buspicion. 
There can bo no doubt upon that point. 
Indeed, it Las boon, intimated that the 
Opposition intended making a similar 
moTemunt, and that Wallace has really 
storou Maolcenzie'B thunder. Be that as 
it may, the anbjeot-matter of these roso- 
lations is of the profonndest importance, 
and cannot fail to claim earnest attention 
■whoTerer the Union -jack waves. As was 
most becoming, tho resolutions set out 
■R'ith a dignifiod but firm disclaimor of 
both "Indopcudonce" and "Anneiation." 
Having thus, indignantly as it wcro, 
dashed away tbo cobwebs of suspicion art- 
fully woven around the fair brow of Ca- 
nadft by tho enemies of the Empire, thoro 
follows Q frauk and manly avowal of tho 
loyal heart's dosiro, nnd a claiming of tho 
eommon rights of the subjaot. Canadians 
"deBiro only to enjoy thoir rights as fully 
as their fellow sabjeots in the British 
Isles." Nor is there any desire or inten- 
tion to enjoy the privileges nnd exercise 
the lights of British subjects without 
bearing their full share of thi rosponsi- 
bility and contributing their fall quota of 
taxation and service. "Tbo Canadian 
people will bo prepared to assume thoir 
share of tho rospousibilitios arising out 
of those rights." Steam and telegraphy 
have so obliterated time and space that, 
for present purposes, at least, Canada is 
no mora remote from the capital of the 
United Empire than Scotland was at tho 
timo of Union; and thus "thoro ought to 
be no insuperable difficulties to ol^taining 
an object kg much to bo desired" — tho 
legislative union of Canada with tho 
Parent Enipire, Thoroforo Canada prays 
thsub Her Most Graoions Majesty will re- 
commend Parliament "to take into con- 
fidoration a confederation of tho Enijiiro, 
or somo other plan that will give to Ca- 
nadians the full rights and privileges of 
British subjects." It ia a noteworthy co- 
incidonco that, a few days earlier, tho 
attentiou of the British House of Com- 
mons was ocoapied with ft resolution look- 
ing very much in tho same direction. 
The resolution and tho remarks mado 
thereon wore inibliHbed in tlii« journal so 
recently that it will acarcely be deemed 
necessary to reproduce them now. It will 
be remembered that the resolution intro- 
duced by Lord E. Cecil proposed to in- 
vito the colonies to contribute their quota 
of inon nnd money towards tho defence of 
the Empire, In speaking against the re- 
solution, Mr. Gladstone .taid: "Wliat 
thoy wished to see was not that the colon- 
ies should— under pressure— bo brought 
to give grudgingly towards tho Imperial 
expenses, but the true spirit of freedom 
growing in the colonial commuuitiea to 
such a dogroo that thoy would bo pro- 
])ared willingly, and oveu with eagerness, 
to take thoir part in bearing the burdens 
of the Empire. He hoped that those 
views would not limit themselves to 
ljurden 8 that were local in tho narrowest 
aeuHO, but that more and more tliero 
would grow up the desiro to claim tho 
privilege a.s well as submit to tho burden 
of a share in the groat inheritance of tho 
BritiHh Empire, and in the custody of that 
inheritance at large." Thfso words now 
Boem to have been almost prophetic. 
Their echo had hardly died away on tlis 
banks of tho Thiiines when tlie spirit of 
thorn was caught up by Canada and ro- 
ftchood on tlio banks of the Ottawa. It 
would thus appear that popular thought 
on both sides of of tho Atlantic has rii)on- 
od for tho closer Union Canada now seeks. 
With such a resolution in their hands, the 
Conservative party in the British Parlia- 
ment cannot demur; and with such words 
as those on his lips, the leader of tho 
Liberals siiroly cannot do loss than re- 
ceive Canada with open arnin. 

Then aud Now. 

On the 25fcli JTanuary 1873 a leadiuj^^ 
article appeared in the Cariboo Senti- 
nel,' criticising tlio policy of the new 
MixiiBfcry, as eketohed by the Fremeir 
oil tlio 6th. In that article the follow- 
ing passage occurred: — "'Tho House in to 
bo consulted on tlio advisaljility of in- 
creasing tho number of Lliiiisters with- 
out, however, involving any expense to 
the country. Wo trust tho IIouso will 
uteruly refuse to sanction auythiug of tho 
kind. Another ^ortfoliol of oourso to 
Hutisfy tho ambitious longing of somo 
friend of tho Administration, or t" buy 
the support of soiiKj liictioiiH opponent. 
Auultor absurdity, — itis surely not nocof.- 
sary to oonduot tbo business of tho coun- 
try that one-fourth of tho nicmbers of tiie 
I/Cgisliitivc body should bo in tlio Execu- 
tive C!oiini.'il. AVho is tbo gontloiUHn whose 
advico in tbo Council is so nil-important 
tiiat it is nocR.sHsry to croiito a sjiecial 
portfolio for him ? If this ho as strong an 
Administration as wo claim it to bo, wo 
prefer it as it is rather than numerically 
stronger nnd intellectually weaker." 

It will be admitted that condemnation 
could not well be more pronounced. Jn 
a loailiug avticlo which npponrcd in tho 
same paper on tho '20th of lust niontli, tho 
following passago occura:— 

"No mouBuro of tho late session of our 
Legialfttnro will give more satisfaction to 
all true adherents to the principles of 
Kosponsible Oovernmont than tho jiasHago 
of tho Constitution Aniondment Act, j)io- 
viiliilg for the creation of aiio\Y Portfolio, 
the holder (jf which is to bo styled tho 
Minister of riuimco and Agiicultaro, and 

iiie duty oi wJiobo glBoo it will be to pro- 



vide all requisite information and statis- 
tics relating to ngrioultuic iuid attend to 
tho linanoial affairs of tho Province." 
Without pausing to f ntiiom the depth of 

tho writer's knowledge di "the principles 

of riciponsible Govc'vumont," wemustex- 
preas .surprise and regret that our Cariboo 
conteinponu'v slionld have so glaringly 
stultified itself 111)011 a public iiuostiou of 
such grave iinportaiico. Could itbo con- 
tended that tho former article was written 
without due reHectiou, and that tho latter 
was the output of wilm second thought, 
or oven of ascertained public opinion ono 
might see u way of ])ussil)lo escape from 
those penal consi;(iuei)c('.s which seldom 
fail to follow Hucli gross torgivorsation. 
But Mucdi a ])r(>tenso seems out of tho 
question, and one is forced back to thedis- 
rgreeablo conclusion that the former en- 
unciation was the result of honest con- 
viction, the latter of -iuspiraticui.

V - Tuesday, April 15, 1873. 

Tlis cieeMng^aa cottve'ned for'th'e pur- 
poso of electing a Counoiilbr to fill the 
position of Mayor, lately vacated by Mr. 
llobiii.sou. 

Tliotllork statod that tlio election •would 
1)0 held iiudor the jjowers vested in the 
Council to fill any vacancy that might oc- 
cur in the Mayoralty by the Act of 18G7. 

Coun." Drummond nominated Mr. Dal- 

Coiin. Hayw.ard asknd tlio Councillors 
to dolay action until after Uio aevcnth 
OounoiUor nhall have baon returned. It 
•would b.) unwise to elect a Mayor until 
tho ratepaj'or.s had had an opportunity 
to he heard in the selection of a seventh 
Councillor. IIo would not conscut to 
elect a Mayor until after tho seventh 
Councillor liad been returned. Ho fav- 
ored, therefore, the election of a tempor- 
ary chairnmn, ospocially as the motives 
of tlio Councillors, in tlio election of the 
AVutor Coniniissioner, luul been question- 
ed by the i).ap(;r.s. 

Coun. iji-ununond replied and said that 
the remarks of a certain part of the press 
•were actuated by interested uiotis os. Ha 
paid no attention to such slurs. Tho 
Council had tho power to elect, and ho 
nominated Mr. D.dby for the position of 
I)oruianent ('iKiiruKUi. 

Coun. (^o\v(!u said the Council had a 
preliminary' meeting last evening, at 
•which tho opinion of tho .Vttorney-Gienor- 
al was read. That ollicor had decided 
that the Council had tho power to elect a 
Mayor under tho .\ct of 1867, and he was 
di.sposodto act upon that opinion. 

Coun Ilaywaril moved to elect a tera- 
por.iry Chairman. Tlie C JUiieil h.id been 
nceusod of jobbery [Conn.

Conn. Keast explained that snob •was 
not his opinion. 

Coun. Drammond accused Couu. Hay- 
ward of having changed his mind 
aincQ the previous night. 

The Clerk said that under tho law the 
Council viitxt elect a Mayor to-day. 

Conn. GkQvred •was satisfied that this 
amendment was a wicked attempt to burst 
the whole Corporation. 

Coun. Keast— If I wore convinced of 
that I -would withdraw my second. 

Coun. Hayward warmly rejiudiated the 
charge of wishing to burst the Corpora- 
tion; but he did think that the proposi- 
tion to eleot a Mayor was improper at 
this time. Ho thought Coun. Gowen 
should withdraw his remark. 

The Clerk read tho Attornoy-Gnneral's 
opinion with respect to the power of the 
Council, in ^hjch he questioned their 
power to eleot more than a presiding of- 
.ticer. .... 

The Clerk was proeeeding to read the 
Haw of '07 when Coun. Hayward said ho 
(did not see that tho Clerk was called on 
to argue tho qacstion. 

The Clerk— If the amendment is passed 
it will be illegal.

Coun. Drummond again charged that 
Couu. Hayward had changed his mind 
Hincc the last evening, for -what reason 
lio could not toll. 

The amendment was lost. Ayes— Hay- 
VM.'d, Keast. Noes — Drummond, Taylor, 
Gowen. 

Coun. Hay-svard— If you are determined 
to elect a Mayor, I would propose Coun. 
Keast as tittflll by suavity of manner, so- 
cial position and education. 

Conn. Keast (ioclincd, on the score of 
business engagements. 

The Clerk put tho original motion, 
which was carried: Ayes— Drummond, 
Gowen, Taylor. No -Hayward. Not 
votlLig— Keast. 

Coun. Dalby was then declared elected 
Mayor. (Applause.) 

Hia Worship the Mayor elect was then 
conducted to the Chair luid briefly ad- 
dressed the Councillors. He thanked 
them for tho great honor conferred, and 
T)romi.Hed to do hia best to advance the 
interests of tho .'ity. I ri order to dis- 
charge his duties ellcMitually ho asked tho 
undivided support of tho Councillors. 
[ Hear. ] 

» KLIJCTION. 

On motion of Conn. Drummond, Tues- 
day next, 'JUd insl., wa.s lixed as the time 
tho time for holding an election to fill the 
vacant seat. 

The Council then adjourned.

Floatius or Sectional Book 
at Esquimau. 

Editou Colonist. — Tho necessity of an 
imiuodiatc Dock at Esquinialt must bo ap- 
parent to all — not only for tho use of our 
Navy, but for merchant vessels touching 
at our port. It in a well-known fact that 
our naval vcjsels have to avail thsmsolvo* 
of tho Dock at M.iro Island (San Francis- 
co) when accidents or other causes neces- 
sitate repair.!, and, ay in tho case of tho 
.^^Imutia, if a Dock existed hero tho siiip 
could be put in sea-going order at a nomi- 
nal amount compared to the expense of 
tide-work when hauled on a beach. 

Tho great commercial port of Now York 
has but ono Dry, or (iniving, Dock, and 
that i.i alniont exclu.^ively used for naval 
vessels, — the balance being floating or 
sectional Docks of various doscriptioni. 
Tho iiarbor of San Francisco has only 
completed its Graving Dock within the 
paat few years at an enormons expense. 
The sectional Dock at Mare Inland hai 
been in ubo for twenty years for repairing 
tho largest vessels that enter its harbor. 

That tho construction of a Graving 
Dock at Eaqnimaltby our Governmont is 
a stop in the right direction no ono can 
deny; but when we consider that it will 
require an indefinite time to complete it, 
and at an enormous cost, some action 
ought to be immediately taken to provide 
ourselves with tho requirements of tho 
day, and not have our Navy undergoing 
repairs in foreign ports, and merchant 
vessels, meoling with aocidents.compelled 
to be abandoned, ivhsQ A' saotionMLlDock 
could bo completed within six months at 
one-fifth of the cost of tho proposed Dry 
Dock; and where material for repairs, 
viz: oakum, pitch, tar, copper, composi- 
tion and nails are admitted duty free, tha 
inducouioiit to vessels cannot bo over-esti- 
mated, particularly as the Dry Dock rates 
charged at San francisco are considered 
excessive and the Dock ia not at all times 
available. It therefore behoves our Gov- 
ernment, and, if not, our merchants, to 
at once take this matter in hand, for, as a 
private enterprise nlone it could defy 
competitioL for the next five years at 
least, and pay a handsome dividend on 
the amount invested, under the manage- 
ment of a practical and energetic man — 
not forgetting the benolit that would ac- 
crue to our community from having a 
body of mechanics in our midst.

Terrible Scone at aFire^ 

A short time after their arrival a conplo 
of servant women lodged in a species of 
pan above tho laundry, whoie escape by 
the narrow stairs lea<ling to the remain- 
der of tho biiilding was out olT by tho ad- 
vancing llames, appeared at the amallattic 
window and ihriokod for help; a ladder 
was raised, and thoy wore resoaed with 
great difficulty. T|ie poor creatures were 
in their night-clothes, in which state thny 
ran to the Ohaboilles Square Station. In 
tho same room was found next morning, 
through the information of those woman, 
the corpsoof their unfortunate companion 
Mary Brennan, •who had been overconio 
by the smoke, .ind in consoqnonco sufTo- 
eated. It is clear that her death was not 
due to the fire; a fact which may be of 
some comfort to her friends. The spec- 
tators were next appalled by the sight of 
a woman calling in tho most frantic and 
heartrending terms for aaaistanco from a 
fifth-story window, facing Wink's build- 
ings. The assistance by ladder being 
tardy, she bravely crept out and hung by 
her hands from tha-wiadow-Bill, the wholo 
support for her nak«d feet being a amall 
lodgo of stone above the window below, 
projecting from the wall a little ovar an 
inch. Budding and all sorts of material 
were Hung from tho lower windows on 
to tho pavement and piled npby tho spec- 
tators, BO if the ladders did not come in 
time tho woman would no.thave her brains 
dashed out bv the fall. In this jjoriloue 
position she nung, driven by dense vol- 
nmea of pitchy smoke from the small 
room in which she slept, the fiamea roar- 
ing in tho iiassagft without, and eating 
steadily through tho closed door, for not 
less than twenty minutes, according to 
tho account of observers, when a ladder 
was brought and raised, only to bo repelled 
by the telegraph wires, which stretch 
across the road. Another attempt was 
made and this time succeeded; but, alas! 
there yet rouinined some thirty feet be- 
tween tho topmost rung and tho poor, 
jeopardized creature above. To bridge 
this a ladder was procured from scaffold- 
ing near by, and two firemen managed to 
rig it 80 that another rescno was aocopn- 
plished. In tlio jiresent instance the maks- 
ahift succeeded, but it ia fearful ti» think 
what would have been tlio consoquoncea 
of so glaring a deficiency in tho apparatus 
had it been in July inate.vl of March, and 
tho hotel crammed with tourists. While 
this scene was being enacted there was a 
breathless silence among the spoctators. 
Tiie moment it waa seen that the woman 
was on tho ladder the feelings of tho pop- 
ulace found vent in loud oheora. She was 
saved! The moment alio got to the bottom 
of tiie ladder she fainted, and waa con- 
voyed to tho St. Lawrence Hall. From 
the time she got out of the window until 
she was rascincd was at loiist thirty-five 
ininutos. The woman thus saved wasMnry 
O'Connor. — Prom Account in Montreal pa- 
pers 0/ March Wth of the Burning the 
St. James Hqtel.
